ing up the troops from Santiago. 


Will Itlako a Sensation. 


Spain's Delay Is Her JLo.ss, Not That 


of the United Stales. 


"Washington, Aug. 6.—It 
can 
be 


stated definitely and positively that 
no word of Spain's final action on 
America's peace terms has been re- 
ceived up to noon either at the state 
department or at the French embassy. 


The answer of Spain to the American 


terms on which peace may be restored 
was expected almost any moment in 
official circles today, and the brief 
press dispatches from Madrid stating 
that the answer was an acceptance in- 
creased the 
tension over what was 


looked upon as the culmination of ne- 
gotiations. During the early hours of 
the afternoon the state department has 
not received any direct answer from 
Spain nor was there any intimation 
when it would come. 1'he same was 
true at the French embassy. 


The French ambassador made no 


arrangements for a call at the White 
House or state department and none 
of the officers of t^ 
-"^assy had con- 


ferred Tilth the c 
here since the 


discussion of last 
Tnesday night. 


The re»ort from Madrid that the 


Spanish cabinet council would go over 
the reply this afternoon raises the pos- 
sibility of cabinet discussion and a 
prolongation of the time before the 
answer is submitted. All Madrid re- 
ports show that Premier Sagasta is 
endeavoring to reconcile the various 
political elements and leaders as far 
as possible and there is a disposition 
among officials here to give him time 
for this difficult and delicate mould- 
ing of public and political sentiment 
up to the point of an acceptance of 
the American demands. 


In the meantime all the other war 


preparations are going steadily for- 
ward; the campaign in Porto Rico is 
progressing with uninterrupted suc- 
cess; the hands of Admiral Dewey and 
Gen. 
Merritt are being strengthened 


at Manila and the conditions at San- 
tiago, so serious when the American 
generals united in their statement, are 
being promptly and energetically over- 
come. For this reason it is felt that a 
delay is a loss of Spain and that Sa- 
gasta in the interest of his own coun- 
try will make his answer as speedily 
as internal conditions will permit. 


Madrid 
advices are so unqualified 


in stating that America's terms are 
accepted that there seems to be little 
chance that Spain will attach any con- 
ditions to her acceptance, and yet onlj I 
the answer itself, final, unconditional { 
and conclusive can make it clear that 
the last chance of a controversy ia 
removed.

PEACE NEAR AT HAND. 


President's Confidence Not Abated by 


the Belay of Spanish Ministry, 


Washington, Aug. <J.—The situation 


has in no sense changed since the last 
vis.it of the French ambassador to the 
white house. 
All the trustworthy signs 


and indications upon which President 
McKinley bases his hopefulness for a 
termination of the war continue in force, 
and nothing has occurred to abate the 
belief that peace is near at hand. 


The European dispatches continue to 


indicate that the Spanish ministry is 
endeavoring to conclude peace and at 
the same time preserve the reigning 
dyaasiy in Spain. 
It was pointed OUB 


that Sagasta was displaying great 
finesse in the cond.uct of the negotia- 
tions, especially with reference to the 
home effect of concluding peace. He is 
uniting the principal men of all parties, 
so far as he can do 50, in anagree ment 
that each faction shall shoulder a por- 
tion of the-responsibility for ending the 
war. 


It Js well known here that one of the 


plans for handling any uprising of the 
people against the young king was for 
the queen regent to leav£ Spain and al- 
low Marshal Campos to establish a 
military dictatorship!- to continue until 
the uprising had been suppressed, when 
Campos was to end the dictatorship 
and, the young kins was to be put back 
on the throne. Campos' great military 
prestige' and popularity with the army 
and the military party was relied upon 
to carry the plan through, byt now Gen- 
eral Campos has been called in by Sa- 
gasta to assume part of the respon- 
sibility for accepting peace terms at this 
time, and the dispatches show that Cam- 
pos has agreed! to this. Indeed, it is sig- 
nificant ttyat, of all the leading states- 
men of Spain, representing all the po- 
iitlcal faiths, called in by Sagasta, all., 
with one exception, agreed to join Sa- 
gasta Jn' his effort to bring about an 
honorable peacs. 


The best informed persons fix next 


Monday as the time when the-United 
States government is likely to receive 
Spain's fina\ answer, but this is simply 
conjecture, for there is not the slightest 
means of knowinig the tendencies at 
Madrid. 
There is a confident belief 


among officials as there has been from 
the first that the answer will be a re- 
luctant but hone the less conclusive ac- 
ceptance. 
At the same time it is sug- 


gested in some quarters that there is 
a possibility that the disclosures made 
by the American general at Santiago 
concerning the serious condition of our 
troops might be a straw at which the 
Spanish cabinet would grasp. 
This is 


quite doubtful, however, as there is a 
question whether the statement of tha 
American general ever got outside tha 
borders of the United States, owing to 
the strict censorship. 
Moreover, all the 


evideijce indicates that Spain is weary 
Oi the conflict and is convinced beyond 
the slightest question of the hopeless- 
ness of further opposition. 


Officers' Kojnd Kobin. 


Friday would have been remarkably

north to the camp that had been selected 
for them at Montauk Point. 
On the

graphed: 
'Made known secretary N of 


war's telegram that troops would be 
moved north as soon as fever subsided, 
and i^had a very good effect t - the 
men.' 
When, however, the tv,. 
on- 


ditlon was made known, an ordi i \,fjs 
issued to General Shatter to move hla 
command north as rapidly as possible, 
ftnd all ships In the quartermaster's 
•crvice, Dosalbl* to get to Santiago, 


were sent mere, and tne imers, St. .fauT 
and St. Louis, were also ordered there. 
All this was done before the communi- 
cation signed by General Shatter and 
his' generals was received, and before 
Colonel Roosevelt's letter was published. 
Over 150 surgeons are at Santiago, and 
176 immune nurses have been sent there, 
besides the usual hospital corps that al- 
ways attends such an army. 
There 


have been less deaths in Santiago by 
yellow fever than by typhoid fever in 
any camp of the same size in the United 
States."

tauk Point, where a field hospital for 
500 patients is being prepared, In addi- 
tion to hospital equipment which Gen.

In addition to this eneral Stern- 
berg has in view two fine locations 
where the bracing- mountain and lake 
air will help convalescents to recover. 
These points are Fort Ethan Allen in 
Vermont and the army post at Flatts- 
burg, N. Y. General Sternberg has, 
however, no purpose 6f establishing 
hospital camps at these points.

Dr. Brinton, who found this specimen, 
has given it to the museum of archaeol- 
ogy in the University of Pennsylvania. 
Classical literature has frequent refer- 
ences to the myrmox, which is described 
as the deadliest weapon of the ancient 
pugilist. The right hand was swathed 
in tongh hide, bound in place with 
thongs and supplemented by small 
knobs of lead or iron, to which -was 
affised the ruyrmex. Dr. Brinton made 
his discovery in Paris by examining the 
Greek and Eoman marbles in the 
Louvr*. One of these groups represent- 
ed a fighter bearing on his right fist the 
cestns and mynnes. 


Combats la. these days were much 


more brutal and dangerous than those 
of the modern prize ring. It is easily 
seen that a single blow of the myrmex 
might cause death or permanent injury.

Herbert D. Wurd writes iu Tho Century 


of tho "Heroes of tha Deep," ono of tho 
series of articles on "Heroes of Peace."

On April 3&, 1893, a fishing vessel canio 


out from tho harbor of Dyro Fiord, Ice- 
land, to birft uj) and set its twiwls.'

to br .'o up. Tho galo came up so rapidly 
that tho he;al dories, In order to save 
theniBL-lvos at all, out thoir gear and made 
for the vessel, which was drifting astern, 
so that tho luon could get aboard. Soon 
all tho dories were in but one, nnd tho 
skipper was in tho rigging, looking for it 
anxiously. It was not long before he dis- 
covered it to windward, bottom up, with 
tho two men on top. 


Volunteers offered instantly. 
By this 


time tho gala was a hurricane and tho sea 
had iu ado rapidly 
Tho great danger was 


apparent. 
One of tho jy.cn who went to 


tho rescue as a matter of courso at tho 
peril of his life was Carl Kckhoff, an in- 
domitablo Swede. 
I have boon urmblo to 


discover the names of tho other two. 


Tho wind as well as tho tido was against 


tho rescuers. 
Again and again they were 


almost swamped; but rapid bailing and 
skillful handling carried them on in tho 
whito hell.

On the following day a procession of

It was the assassin 
dory, and in it in simple state lay tho man 
iv had killed. 


Up through tho churchyard into tho 


plain ctuireh the ninn was carried in this 
strange bier. There he was laid before 
tho pulpit while tho minister said over 
him the prayer for tho dead. Tho freez- 
ing; gravo was ready. 
In it John .laeobstm 


was buried. No longer will he risk tho 
galo or the ice. 
Tho dory that had slain 


him was his coffin, and tho cold earth of 
warm hearted Iceland has covered both 
man and boat in an eternal peace.

i Tho Spanish royal standard is most 
complicated. The red and yellow of the 
Spanish flag is said to bo derived from this 
occurrence: In 1S78 Charles the Bold dip- 
ped bis fingers in the blood of Geoffrey, 
count of Barcelona, and drew them down 
the count's golden shield in token of his 
appreciation of the latter's bravery. The 
shield, so marked, became tho arms of 
Barcelona, which bccauic part of Aragon, 
and its arms were taken by that kingdom. 


Now to the royal standard: In the first 


quarter or upper loft, hand part of the flag 
are the arms of Leon and Castile, the lion 
und the castle. The second quarter is tak- 
en up, one-half by the arms of Arragon, 
one-half by tho arms of Sicily. Tho upper 
third of the third quarter—directly under 
the first—shows the Austrian colors. The 
lower two-thirds is divided between the 


r flag of Burgundy and the Llack lion of 


Flanders. Tho upper third of the fourth 
quarter shows tho checkers, another Bur- 
gundian device, while tho lower two-thirds 
is shared by tho red eagle of Antwerp and 
the golden lion of Brabant, and on tho top 
of all this are two shields, one showing the 
Portuguese arms, tho other the French 
fleur-de-lis. Considerable of a flag that.—

Though an armistice may be agreed 


upon pending the negotiations of a 
treaty of -oeace, it is not likely that 
our volunteer armies that have been 
le-vied, drilled and equipped with such 
promptness and energy and that are 
now waiting in southern camps to do 
the biddin" of the war department, 
will be allowed to disband for some 
time. 
There are several reasons why 


it would be expedient to keep these 
splendid bodies of troops in readiness 
for active duty until peace has been 
formally declared, and probably for 
a considerable time thereafter. 


One excellent service 
which 
our 


armed and ready condition will ren- 
der will be to impress upon the Span- 
ish government the 
importance of 


agreeing 
promptly to 
our terms 


without' quibbling or evasion. 
Those 


terms are just and honorable and it 
cannot be doubted that the interests 
of both nations will best be conserved 
by the conclusion of peace upon the 
lines which they imply, and as quick- 
ly as possible. But the characteristic 
slowness and insincerity of Spanish di- 
plomacy, of which we have alreadj 
had sufficient experience, would be 
quite certain, if tolerated by this gov- 
ernment, to delay the settlement of 
the international 
questions -involved 


beyond all patience. 


Moreover, 
the 
disposition of the 


Philippines promises to be most diffi- 
cult. Spain has evidently made up 
her mind to give up her preventions 
in the western world with as good 
grace as she may, but sne still set: 
Jier heart upon retaining her island 
empire in the far east. It may be 
exceedingly 
difficult to agree 
upon 


this phase of the 
treaty, 
owing to 


Spanish insistence upon mor° than 
our commissioners feel it proper to 
grant. 


But the United States will be in 


position with her strong military and 
naval force ready at hand to bring the 
negotiations to a speedy conclusion. 
There will be no long and wearisome 
delay while the Madrid government 
haggles over the Philippine question. 
Spain 
knows that 
she 
must act 


promptly and honestly in her nego- 
tiations else she must expect tae war 
to be instantly renewed. 


Kence the consciousness on the part 


of the Spanish government that the 
•United States is abundantly prepared 
to continue the war, if peace nego"- 
tiations fail, will operate most power- 
fully 
towards the attainment of a 


speedy and satisfactory peace. 
This 


one consideration alone would be suf- 
ficient reason for keeping our volun- 
teer army intact for some time after 
an armistice has been agreed upon.

Mr. Bagiey, he claimed, was in the 
employ of a resident of Massachusetts 
in the fishing business. Judge Cate held 
Mr. Goodall's view of the law and dis- 
charged the defendants.

TWO EMINENT MAGA2INISTS WHOSE 


STATEMENTS DIFFER iVITALLY, 


Oppoilte Views CoBC«roloc the Siberian 


Convict 8yit«m Held by Stephen Bonscl 
sad George Kennw — Julet Cambon. 
A French Lad'* Trouble*. 


NEW YORK. Aug. 6—[Special. 1—It Is 


nothing unusual to find the newspapers 
completely at loggerheads regarding facts 
of current Interest, as every reader of the 
news must have noticed over and over 
again since the breaking out of the war 
with Spain, but it has been generally sup- 
posed that (he statements mado in the 
pages of the more dignified monthly mag- 
azines could bo ruliod upon with certainty. 
This supposition must now be abandoned. 


According to an article by Stephen Bon- 


sai on tho convict system in Siberia, pub- 
lished in th<j current Harper's, tho system 
IB really ono of great benefit both to Si- 
beria and tho convicts, especially tho lot- 
tor, uuii iua country, instead of being ruled 
as if its inhabitants wore all slaves of tho 
czar, is governed with a liberality exceed- 
ed in no other country on earth, excepting 
perhaps tho United States. Hot many 
years ago, however, tho American public 
was favored with a long and exhaustive 
series of ariiules by George Konnan, pub- 
lished in Tho Century, in which it was 
shown that Russian convicts suffer inde- 
scribable cruelties and privations in Si- 
beria, and that the government there ia 
ono of extreme iron handodness. 


Ona of theso two writers, judged by the 


uncharitable standard that is generally 
applied to newspaper correspondents and 
reporters who$o statements do not agree, 
must be a moat untrustworthy fellow—a 
man, in fact, whose written word is hard- 
ly worth tho paper on which it is in- 
scribed. And yet, as every newspaper man 
of practical experience knows, they may 
both have written with exact truthfulness 
of what they saw. Indeed the chances are 
a thousand to ono that they did. But it 
must be admitted that the articles are hard 
to reconcile, and were_ either of the two 
men unknown among correspondents and 
with his reputation yet to makotho black- 
est of black marks would probably be set 
down against him. 


Stephen Bonsai. 


Stephen Bonsai is a much younger man 


than Georgo Eennan, being not more than 
35 at the outside. Yet ho has done an 
enormous amount of high class newspaper 
correspondence and visited most parts of 
the world that are of interest to tho read- 
ing public. Ho is a Baltimorean by birth, 
and his family is one of good social stand- 
ing and satisfactory material resources. 
He did hi6 first newspaper work for The 
Herald of this city, and for years seemed 
to please Mr. Bennett immensely, serving 
the paper in Paris, Bulgaria, Morocco, 
Egypt, Home, Ixmdon and Berlin and 
many other localities. Besides working 
for The Herald, he has furnished corre- 
spondence concerning British wars in 
Africa and elsewhere to the London papers 
with great acceptance, and he did great 
work while tho Greco-Turkish war was 
running its puerile course. 


Moreover, he has served the United 


States government in several diplomatio 
positions, having been secretary of lega- 
tion at Madrid, !fokyo and Peking. The 
information on|(hioh he based his article 
about Siberia wasf obtained from a personal 
visit to that vast bleak convict camp, and 
fce hss recently contributed articles to 
nearly every American magazine of stand- 
ing on subjects connected with the war 
with Spain. When he'went to Cuba some 
months ago, his sentiments were decidedly 
pro-Spanish, but his views have sinco 
changed completely. Curiously enough, 
too, he was strongly anti-Bussian in senti- 
ment when he went to Siberia and got his 
facts without Russian help, while Mr. 
Kennan was as violently pro-Russian, 
when he started out to investigate Siberia, 
and was helped from first to last by the 
government. 


It is quite possible that the difference 


between the two writers is chiefly due to 
differences of temperament. Mr. Kennan 
is essentially a critic df everything he sees, 
as has been shown quite recently by his 
articles on the military organization of the 
United States, now running in The Out- 
look. 


EmbBgssdor Carobon. 


The French ambassador, Jules Cambon, 


to whom the Spanish government lias in- 
trusted its peace negotiations with the 
United States, is fairly well known and 
highly esteemed in certain New York cir- 
cles, though not so well as he would be 
were he a little better "mixer." Singular- 
ly enough, though he has been in the dip- 
lomatic service of his country for many 
years, he does not speak English -well, aa 
is shown by the fack that ' •• had to carry 
on his recent talk with 3 
dont McKin- 


ley through the aid of a:: 
Tpreter. 


Mr. Cambon has himsci. had a good 


deal of experience similar to that which 
seems likely to be in store for such United 
States officials as may be put ia charge of 
Cuba during the existence of the supposed 
to be forthcoming American protectorate 
over that island, sinco ho served for some 
years first as an attache of tho French gov- 
ernment in Algiers, and later as governor 
general, where he became noted for his 
straightforward, aggressive work. 


Keeping Out the Undesirable. 


No one unfamiliar with the workings of 


tho immigration bureau at this port can 
have- any idea of the extraordinary precau- 
tions taken by the United States to keep 
out undesirable persons. They extend not 
only to paupers, contract laborers and per- 
sons from ports afflicted with such dis- 
eases as cholera, yellow fever and tho like, 
but to nil suffering from any contagions 
disorder whatever.

here on a French steamer on route for 
Mexico, where his father resides, suppos- 
ing, of course, that there would bo no dif- 
Iculty in lauding hero to continue his 
lourney across tho United States to his 
destination by rail. But tho doctors, dis- 
covering that ho was afflicted with a con- 
tagious disease of the eyes, reported tho 
facts to tho immigration commissioners, 
who peremptorily refused to allow the lad 
to land and announced that ho must be 
taken back to France by tho steamer that 
brought him hero.

'deed, and they exhausted every means of, 
.persuasion with which they wore familiar 
to bring; about a ohanpro. oven pninor so fnr 
as to olj'or a bond that ho should proceed i 
southward by the first train and never 
stop on United States soil at all unless it 
wero necessary in changing cars. Nothing

'however, and two days after ho first saw.

SWINDLER CAPTURED, 


Successful Worker of 
Confidence 


Game In llie 


Had Registered Forged Deeds 


to a House. 


People In Different Cities Victimized by His 


- 
Plausibility. 


Boston, Aug. 6.. — Detectives from po- 


lice headquarters have arrested a crook 
whose success in swindling merchants 
and others lately has been phenomenal. 
The prisoner has been doing business 
on false pretences in. this city for two 
weeks under thp najvje °t Frank M. 
Vining-. In one transaction last Tuesday 
he pretended to be one Benjamin E. 
Brewster. 


Not for a long time has Chief "Watts 


been so anxious to find out a man's real 
name. The only charge brought against 
him at -the time of his arrest was that of 
obtaining nine gold watches from the 
Morrill Brothers company. Besides con- 
fessing to this transaction he also con- 
fesses to scores of others of a like nature, 
by which he swindled business people 
out of thousands of dollars. 


Brewster represented himself as a gen- 


eral trader, a stranger in the city who 
wanted to buy jewelry to sell at retail. 
He could give no' reference, but claimed 
to own property in East Boston, and 
would give a mortgage on it to cover his 
purchase. The firm, after inquiry and 
finding 
that property worth 
$2,500 


belonged to Benjamin E. Brewster, took 
a mortgage on it for $500, enough to cover 
the amount of the customer's possible 
purchases. 
Thus "Brewster" walked 


away with nine watches, the value of 
which at wholesale is placed at $154. 


Later the Merrills got suspicious and 


found that the mortgage was worthless, 
the deeds alleging a transfer of owner- 
ship having been forged, though re- 
corded properly. A decoy letter was sent 
to the swindler saying that the firm had 
just received a large number of the sort 
of watches Vining had been looking at, 
and if he wished to complete the number 
he had at first wished for, the firm, would 
be glad to serve him. This letter was 
signed by George E. Fletcher, a clerk. 
The letter was not answered. Fletcher 
spied Vining yesterday on the street, 
and the fellow's arrest followed. 


Vining says he is from Providence, 


and is a well known man there. He 
says he was treasurer of the publishers 
of the Gospel Mission, a religious paper 
published in Providence, and president 
of the firm of Smith & Vining Gold 
Mining and Transportation, company of 
Providence. 


About two months ago he opened a 


Btore at 83 Avon street, Providence, in 
which he intended to sell candies, soda 
water and ice cream. He bought a. soda 
fountain of A. D. Puffer of Boston for 
SC25, to be paid for on instalments, but 
on this no payment has yet been received. 
From A. & L. W. Puffer he bought $40 
worth of soda fountain supplies, and for 
these no payment has as yet been re- 
ceived. 
From Smith & Aldrich $140 


worth of contectionery was bought, and 
to this the firm has received no com- 
pensation. Holmes & Blanchard were 
given a check for $106 for machinery, 
which they tried in vain to cash, and F. 
S. Snyder had a similar experience with 
a check for $100. 


Among the statements found In VI- 


ning's room were bills from the follow- 
ing firms, where he had obtained arti- 
cles: Puffer Manufacturing- company, 
Pawtucket Nut company, Pawtucket; J. 
H. Roberts company, Providence; Hun- 
toon & G-orham, Providence; Congdon 
& Carpenter company, Providence; 
Charles W. Jcncks & Brothers, Provi- 
dence, and Bassett & Mitchell, Provi- 
dence. 


In Vining's pockets were found check 


books on the International Trust com- 
pany and the Industrial company of 


with a small amount of money to 
Vining's credit. In his room were found 
a mortgage and conveyance, in which it 
was set forth that Mary E. Dunbar of 
East Providence gave $300 to Vining for 
a mortgage on a cottage on Hanover 
street, Yarmouth camp grounds, known 
as Harmony cottage. A memorandum. 
which seems to be a list of money owed 
by Vining, was also found. It reads: 
O. H. Tilley, $141.50; Henry Kvana, 
$80.75; Flint, $108.91; Smith & Aldrich, 
$U0.10; A. D. Puffer, $650; total, $1121.26.

THE FLORIDA CHAMELEON IS A QUEER 


LITTLE ANIMAL 


It Change! IU Color at Will, If Utunr- 


j paasod Among Quadrupeds M a. Fly. 
| oatc* er and Can Be Etuily Tamed and 


> Made a Home Pet. 


Ono of the most characteristic crcaturoa 


In Florida is tho so called chameleon or 
pygmy lizard (Anolis principalis), which 
is found In all parts of tho state. 
Al- 


though called a chameleon, it bears no ro- 
Bcmblaare to its namCsako in Asia and 
Africa, oscept tho power to chnngo itshuo, 
and that chungo is duo to a dosiro to pro- 
cure food or to protect itself from foes by 
assuming tho color of its immediate sur- 
roundings. 


If placed on a piece of white paper, It 


becomes of a snow y hue in appearance in 
a few moments. Transferred to a bush, it 
becomes a pale preen, and placed on tho 
ground it assumes the color of the soil 
very rapidly. 


Its ordinary huo on tho ground IB n 


brownish blnck, and it may rcl.xm thr.t 
for some time after climbing a tree, but 
on the approach of a foe its "transforma- 
tion scene" takes piaco with magical ra- 
pidity. 


Tranquillity or anger, sunshine'or dhad- 


ow, hunger or plenty of food, affects its 
color, which scorns to change with the 
state of its feelings. 


Few persons would consider that this 


graceful and active little creature bore any 
relationship to such ungainly brutes as 
tho crocodile and alligator, yet it is a 
member of the same family and one of tho 
connecting links between the saurlans and 
ophidians, or snakes. 


It is merely a pygmy alligator adapted 


to living entirely on land and modified in 
form and character by its mouo of hfo. 
Among its kindred are the gavials, skinks, 
crocodiles, geckoes and iguanas. All aro 
carnivorous, tho smaller feeding on in- 
sects and the larger on whatever they can 
capture. Ono of the nearest living rela- 
tives of the chameleon in the United States 
is ths Gila monster of Arizona, yet no two 
allied creatures can bo more dissimilar in 
character, tho former being active, grace- 
ful and gentle, the latter ill tempered, 
moody and sluggish and secreting a poison 
so venomous that it is dangerous even to 
man and tho higher quadrupeds. The 
Gila monster is a foot in length and tho 
chameleon about six inches. 


All lizards present tho phenomenon of 


being able to renew their tails after they 
havo been cut off, and the ^ails retain lifo 
for a considerable time after being severed 
from tho body. 


The caudal of a lizard, being brittle and 


easily snapped off, gave rise to tho tales in 
circulation among old farmers concerning 
the glass snake, which could fall to pieces 
on being hit and then reunite, no matter 
how far-apart the pieces might be. 


Tho chameleon's tail is three inches long 


and tapers to a threadlike point. The head 
is flat and somewhat pyritorm; the eyes 
ore gcntlo in appearance, bright and alert; 
tho teeth sharp, fine and numerous and 
the body long and slender. 


It has four legs, and the hind pair are 


specially fitted for rapid running and long 
jumping, being widely sot and elongated. 
The feet aro large, compared to the size of 
tho body, and tho toes broad spreading. 
These characteristics enable it to jump 
very high and to travel over ground with 
a celerity which fully entitles it to £a 
namo of swift. I havo seen it jump ^8 
feet into the air after a fly and outrun a 
cat in a distance of 60 feet. 


The chameleon is unsurpassed among 


quadrupeds as a flycatcher and is as effect- i 
ivo in this way on trees as tho toad is on \ 
the ground. 
It wanders over a tree for j 


hours together, closely scanning tho foli- ! 
age and promptly gobbling down all tho j 
edible insects it meets. 
j 


The dainty manner in which It holds an I 


insect in its mouth before devouring it is 
rather amusing, for it looks as if it were 
reveling in anticipation. It may carry a 
fly in this manner for several minutes bo- 
fore eating it, just as a cat carries a 
mouse, then gulp it suddenly. 


Some of the negroes think tho creature 


Is poisonous and try to kill it, but they 
never repeat tho Effort in my presence, for 
I consider ifc one of the best friends of; the 
farmer. 


Like every other creature on this planet, 


the chameleon has faults that aro inoro 
apparent than real, considering its mode 
of life. 


It will, for Instance, rapidly reduce the 


number of tho inhabitants of an apiary if 
it can force an entranco, yet it is not as 
bad in that way us a toad, because it can- 
not cat so much and is not EO quick in 
catching insects. Beehives should there- 
fore bo protected from its ravages. 


Tho most ruthless enemy of the chame- 


leon is tho strike, or butcher bird, because 
it poancts upon it suddenly and, taking 
it to a convenient tree or bush, fastens it 
on a thorn with mice, beetles and other 
creatures and leaves it suspended until It 
is needed for food. This bird destroys far 
more than it requires, many being loft on 
the thorns until they fall to pieces from 
decomposition. 


Tho chameleon, being of & fearless dis- 


position, is easily tamed by kindness, and 
if given tho run of tho house goon becorses 
familiar with tho human inmates and 
takes flies from their hands. After eating 
it cocks its little brown eyes first en ono 
side, then on the other, as much as to ask 
if thero are any more dainties, and when 
it docs not get them it scuttles away to 
some favorite retreat, generally a sunny 
nook near the window. 


The chameleon puffs out its little throat 


occasionally, as if it were very angry and 
ready to attack everything, but that is all 
more demonstration, for it never assails 
anything fiercer than a lively fly or a fat 
caterpillar. This trick of enlarging its di- 
mensions is a trait inherited from remote 
ancestors, which frequently used it to 
"bluff" hungry but cautious foes, who 
looked upon size as an indication of 
strength and ferocity. The saurians of thd 
present day make a similar display when 
approached on land and exhale a strong, 
musky smell, as if they depended on their 
ferocious mien and pungent odor to fright- 
en their enemies. 


Tho conditions of the chameleon are 


such that it will exist long after alligators 
have disappeared from the living fauna.— 
Florida Times-Union and Citizen.

the Process. 


In making cake, if you wish to insure 


Its being good you must use ouly the best 
ingredients, be accurate in your measure- 
ments and follow the rule implicitly. Use 
a wooden spoon for mixing, and always 
mix tho battor in an earthen dish. Metal, 
either in mixing bowl or spoon, is apt to 
destroy tho delicacy of the cake. Butter 
that has tho least unpleasant taste will 
develop greater unpleasantness when cook- 
ed <»nd spoil the article of food into which, 
it has been pat. 
Baking powder, cream 


of tartar and soda should bo added to the 
sifted Jlour and the whole passed again 
through the slcrse. Flour should ba sifted 
before it is measured. Unless contrary di- 
rections are given in the rule which you 
aro using, the whites and yolks of tho eggs 
should be beaten separately. Tho best 
sr-gar to use in cakemaking is the fin* 
granulated. Tho coarser sugap makes tha 
cake coarse also, and with a tendency to 
heaviness. 


So much for the ingredients. Now for 


the way in which they are put together. 
Cream tho butter first of all; have the 
mixing bowl warm, as that will help soft- 
en the butter and get it in a condition to 
baat. When it is light and creamy, add 
the sugar, beating it thoroughly in. Then 
put in the flavoring or spices, then beat in 
the yolks of the eggs, which you havo 
whisked well, so that they are light and 
smooth; nosfe add tho milk, then tho flour 
and last of all the well beaten whites of 
the eggs. Beat vigorously for half a mm- 
uto. 


When you start to make cake, yon wan* 


to make sure that your oven is right f« 
the baking and that there is sufficient 
coal in the fire to last through. Buttet 
your cake pans and line them with thin 
paper. The heit should be moderate, and 
caro should 1)8 taken to keep the cake from 
being jarred, else it will be heavy. After 
the cake is baked it is better to let it par- 
tially cool in the pans, especially if it is a 
very delicate cgke. — Woman's Home Com- 
panion.

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UONDERFUL RECORDS MADE 


THIS SEASON 


BY CRACK B CYCLE RIDERS. 


Mew Figures Are Being Created One IM Onfu 


to Be Knocked Down tfie Next—Taufore's 


Wonderfuf Ride—PranR Uaffer to Try 


For tfie Twenty-four hour

Of the breaking of records there is no 


end. 
There is apparently no limit to 


the sp°eed of the bicycle racing men o£ 
the present day. Already during this 
season about 150 marks have been low- 
ered, and the end is not yet. In former 
years the cutting of figures had hardly 
begun at this period of the season, and 
riders did not expect to create many 
new record marks until the fall. 


With the improvements in tracks, 


•wheels, tires, and especially in the art 
of pacemakmg, that have come about 
this year, the racing contingent began 
their smashing of the record slate very 
early and have been hammering at' it 
ever since. Matters have got to so fine 
a point now that it is almost a foregone 
conclusion that the rider with the bet- 
ter team of pacemakers will win out, 
provided, of course, no accident hap- 
pens, such as the breakdown of a ma- 
chine. The fastest professionals now 
on the circuits have proved conclusive- 
ly that they can follow any pace that 
i» set them ana keep it up indefinitely. 


In years to come the result of a race 
may be decided, as one writer has aptly 
expressed it, by the kind of graphite 
used on the respective machines. 


Edouard Taylore, Jimmy Michael, Ed- 


die McDuffle and Tom Linton are the 
big four of the middle distance game of 
1S98 in America, and their battles for 
the records in competition and against 
time are the features of the racing sea- 
son. 
The championship lies between 


these four, though which one will be the 
victor it is hard to say. 


Young Taylore's feat in breaking the 


one hour record at the "Willow Grove 
track at Philadelphia in his contest 
with Tom Linton has been a fertile 
theme for comment among the speed 
merchants. Only t\\ o weeks before the 
race Tom Linton would predict no more 
than 33 miles in 60 minutes, and yet the 
man whom Linton defeated by over 100 
yards in a 30 mile race continued and 
covered 33 miles 96G yards in the even 
hour, 
lowering the 
world's 
record 


against time previously held by J. W. 
Stocks of London by 1,640 yards and the 


world's record in competition held by 
Michael by one entire mile and 518 
yards in addition. 


Taylore, the Fiench lad who did such 


wonderful work on a bicycle, is only 18 
years of age. The records created by 
him are all the more remarkable from 
the fact that they were made in com- 
petition, the rider having to pass around 
big and little machines, while Stocks' 
record was made in a contest against 
time where he had the track to him- 
self. 
Moreover, Stocks had 60 pace- 


makers, while Taylore used only 24. If 
Taylore continues to improve as he 
grows older, keeps himself in good trim 
and avoids overindulgence, he will sure- 
ly be a phenomenon in a few years. 


Over 20 middle distance contests have 


been ridden this season. In 11 the rec- 
ords fell considerably. It is interesting 
to note in this connection that for five 
miles the record is at an average gait 
of 1m. 42s.; for 10 miles, 1m. 43 3-5s.; for 
15 miles, 1m. 45 2-5s.; for 20 miles, 1m. 
46*43., and the same for 25, SO and the 
hour. The five mile average of 1m. 42s. 
if maintained for the hour, as It is like- 
ly to be before the season closes, would 
land the hour record at 35.29 miles, a 
distance of nearly two miles over the 
present mark. 


Some years ago middle distance races 


were not considered at all exciting, and 
but few people cared to witness such 
events. Nowadays the shoe Is on the 
other foot, and the sprint races are the 
ones that are neglected. These middle 
distance contests as they are conducted 
at present are very expensive affairs. 


One of the reasons for this change in 


popular favor is the fact that up to six 
months ago we did not have a first class 
follower ef *>•"•» in this country, .with. 


lea, another very potent reason brings 
these men over here. Paced races have 
been practically given up on the other 
side of the water, especially in England. 
The public over there understands that 
in a .great measure these races are not 
really contests between those who are 
supposed to be the chief parties con- 
cerned, but between the pacing teams. 
The spectacular feature is one of the 
great reasons of their popularity. It is 
but a question of time when the expen- 
sive teams now carried by the large 
organizations will be things of the past. 


One tact that will probably hasten the 


end of paced races considerably is the 
small attendance at mo.st of the big 
meets and contests this season. Of 
course the war has affected the cycle 
racing business as much as It has any 
other, if not more, for a great many 
of our volunteer soldiers were bicycle 
riders and athletes. 


In former years the meets were as a 


rule conducted by amateur associations 
and clubs, whereas this year there are 
several professional concerns 
which 


have control of the riders, races and 
tracks. By many it is predicted that 
things will come back to the old basis 
next season, while other? are of the 
opinion that the new way of carrying 
on the business will continue and prove 
successful after a time and under more 
favorable conditions. 


Amateur middle distance contests are 


out of the question, mainly because of 
the cost of this style of racing. Another 
reason why this particular kind of race 
will never be popular with promoters of 
amateur contests is the lack of promi- 
nence of possible contestants. The vic- 
torious amateur may only receive a $35 
prize, the limit set by the L. A. W. reg- 
ulations, but the pacemakers have to be 
paid, and the winning man's helpers 
expect 
extra 
compensation, 
which 


makes the game very costly. 


While the chief interest is centered in 


the doings of the middle distance men, 
the long distance riders are by no means 
idle. Just now they are especially anx- 
ious to bring to America the world's 24 
hour paced record, which now stands to 
the credit of the •wonderful Dutch rider, 
Maurice Cordang, who covered 616 miles 
and 340 yards in one day. The record he 
then created was previously held by 
Constance Huret, the French champion, 
whose figures were 564 miles 1,560 yards. 
Prank Waller, the "Flying Dutchman," 
will have the honor of trying to capture 
the coveted prize for America and is 
training faithfully for his task. 


The attempt will be made at the 


Charles River park track at Boston 
late in August. Cordang in his ride av- 
eraged 2m. ISs. to the mile, and it Is 
hoped to bring Waller's average time to 
2m. 16s., two seconds lower for every 
mile. This would give Waller 20 min- 
utes' gain on Cordang In 24 hours, or a 
distance of nine miles, which 'would 
bring the figures up to 625 miles. 


There is a good deal of difference of 


Waller will be provided with all the 


advantages employed by Cordang, such 
as wind shields on the back of his pac- 
ing machines, and besides will have 
more and better machines and a team 
of the best pacemakers in America. 


Frank Waller first came into promi- 


nence as a bicycle rider in the bjning 
of 1S92, when on a diet of doughnuts he. 
raised the world's record for 24 hours 
to 3C4 miles. Eleven days later Waller's 
mark was raised to 375 miles by Spoon- 
er at Chicago. 


After another lapse of 11 days Shor- 


land of London again broke the record 
and regained his title, for he was long 
noted as the greatest distance rider In 
England, and held the 24 hour and other 
records. That was the only time the 
track record for 24 hojjrs was held In 
America. 
'* 


Methods of pacemaking as well as 


machines were different in those days 
from what they now are. Waller rode 
part of his record ride in 1892 unpaced 
and on a horse track. 
Spooner was 


single paced. His mileage still stands 
as the greatest distance ever traveled 
single paced in 24 hours. 
Waller has 


good speed and staying powers in him 
yet and stands an excellent chance to 
beat the present figures.

Amateur Billiards, 


The efforts of the A. A. U. in regard 


to framing a tournament for the pur- 
pose of deciding the amateur billiard 
championship of the United States have 
met with success. Wayrnan C. McCree- 
ry of St. Louis, Martin Mullen of Cleve- 
land and Wilson P. Poss of New York 
have entered unconditionally. The oth- 
er member of the big four, C. E. Ellison 
of Chicago, is likely to compete. The 
tournament will be played at the 
Knickerbocker Athletic club. New York 
city, beginning Feb. 13, 18D9. The theater 
of this club will seat about SOO persons. 


The style of game to be played is the 


original 14 inch balk line, "one shot in" 
anchor allowed. The best records are: 
Single average, 100 in 600 point game, 
made by both Ives and Schaefer; grand 
average, 37 37-62, made by Schaefer; 
high run, 566, made by Schaefer. Ives 
has runs of 456 and 487 to his credit. 
The general opinion concerning the 
speed of the amateurs is that a grand 
average of 12 will win the champion- 
ship. The games are to be in length 
300 points. The idea of allowing- the 
"anchor" is to get more speed, but as 
none of the big lour can work the trick 
he who attempts it is almost sure to 
cripple himself. 


The "anchor," like the "rail" Is 


barred by first class professionals, but 
the fact remains that only such play- 
ers ever mastered the "rail," while the 
"anchor" is possible in its perfection to 
only Ives and Schaefer. 


If Ellison does not start for the tour- 


nament of Feb. 13, McCreery.Mullenand 
Foss may each play twice, as in the 
case of the Vignaux-Schaefer-Slosson 
tournament at Chicago In 1885. But the 
A. A. TJ. officers say that the handicap 
of Dec. 4 is likely to develop timber up 
to recognition as first class, in which 
event such man or men will get a 
chance to start for the greater event.

World Cycling Championships, 


Should plans now being considered 


for the holding of the world's cham- 
pionship bicycle meet at Toronto ma- 
terialize the most important assem- 
blage of racing men ever recorded In 
the history of cycling will be brought 
about in America next year. During 
August the annual meeting of the In- 
ternational Cyclists' association will be 
held at Vienna. The governing com- 
mittee of the organization is known to 
be strongly in favor of holding the 1S99 
meet upon Canadian ground, and the 
Canadian Wheelmen's association at a 
recent meeting instructed its secretary 
as a delegate to the coming meeting at 
Vienna to secure the meet for Toronto 
whatever else he might fail in. 


As the result of several conferences 


between the wheelmen of Buffalo and 
Toronto the plan is to have the world's 
meet follow the L. A. W. national meet 
at Buffalo, from Thursday to Satur- 
day inclusive, during the first week in 
August. Should the world's meet open 
the following Wednesday and continue 
the balance of the week the presence at 
both meets of the best racing talent of 
all countries would be assured. 


The scheme is indeed pregnant with 


great possibilities in the racing line 
and if successfully carried out promises 
to result in a fortnight of wheel con- 
tests in this country of far greater im- 
portance than any ever before aranged 
in the history of cycling.

WHAT HOSPITAL WILL HECEIVE, 


Estimated Amount of City Aid 
As 


Result of Council's Vote. 


The matter of hospital aid from the 


city was settled at the city council's 
last meeting, and there will bo general 
interest in knowing that the amount 
which it is estimated will be received 
by the hospital from the city is about 
$2,000 a year. This is on the supposition 
that the number of patients Kent to the 
hospital by Almoner Wooodhead is the 
same as last year, the figures for 1SU7 
being used in the estimate. This is 
purely conditional, of course, for as 
was pointed out at the council meeting, 
the action taken does not require the 
almoner to send a single patient to the 
hospital or involve the expenditure of 
any money for thu institution. 


35ut assaminff that the number of 


fity patients sent will continue about 
liic ?am<j on the average, it is estimated 
that the amount paid to the hospital 
•u ill be not far from ?2,OCO. During the 
last jeur, the amount paid lo the hos- 
pital by the oily was about ?770. Of 
this $241 was for patients' who had set- 
tlements in this city. The rent was for 
state patients who hive no settlement 
anywhere, and for those patients from 
other cities or towns who are cared for 
by this city, nncl the cost later paid foi 
by the places in which the patients 
live. 


Estimating from this, the the city 


will pay about $600 for patients who 
have homes here, and about $1,<110 for 
all others. The state repays to the city 
for patients cared for at its expense 
$5 a week and other cities or town? 
pay ?S a week for their residents who 
become sick here and are cared for by 
the city. From the state and other 
places the city may expect to receive 
about $300 back, as before, on the basis 
of former figures. The amount which 
the city will pay from its own treasury 
more than it has paid heretofore for 
ttie hospital, will therefore be in the 
neighborhood of $1,200 or $1,300.

points he makes again.st the location 
of the fountain and in favor of its re- 
moval. Mr. Goer bc-gins with the di- 
mensions of the tub and the wall in 
itr, rear, which it is alleged "have been 
erected without lawful authority and in 
derogation of her proprietai y rights, 
and are detrimental to her property." 
After calling attrition to the provisions 
of the statutes ami saying lhat ''i;u- 
bocjy had any authority to erect the 
wall without the 
consent of Mrs. 


White," Mr. Oeer continues as follows: 


The old watering- trough was located 


in frort of a market, where it incon- 
venienced no one 
and kept nobody 


awake 
nights. 
But 
there was no 


lawn about it or nearby—nclhing but 
gravel. 
So the scheme was set on 


foot and consummated to seize a part 
of Mrs. White's 
beautiful and well 


kept 
lawn and desecrate it by the 


erection of a stone watering trough 
and barricade 
it 
with an unsightly 


wall and this was done without her 
knowledge, during her 
absence from 


t'.-e state, and in spite 
of her well 


known opposition. The whole thing 
is a blot upon the most beautiful of 
the street lawns, which are the pride 
and glory of the village. It is incom- 
prehensible 
how 
any 
considerable 


number of the members of a society, 
the main purpose 
of 
which is the 


adorning and beautifying the village 
streets, could be brought to approve 
this despoiling the most beautiful and 
well -kept lawn in the village of its 
beauty. But it is believed that few 
members took any interest *n it. 


However, the despoiling the beautiful 


street lawn of its beauty concerns Mrs. 
White the least. The watering trough 
and the wall, (which no one claims is 
a necessaryaccessory to a trough) have 
proved to be a noisy, intolerable nui- 
sance. It is believed that the commit- 
tee having the matter in charge did not 
not know what they were doing nor 
what the result would be. 


In the day time the constant water- 


ing of horses is an attraction to idlers. 
The constant 
meeting of 
neighbors 


with, tneir endless conversation fur- 
nishes another attraction. All of which 
is not conducive to the comfort of the 
neighborhood. In the evening and at 
night this wall has become a rendes- 
vouz and loitering place for men and 
boys. The singing and hooting of the 
boys and the loud talking of the men 
kept up until a late hour at night, 
keeps the people of the neighborhood 
awake. Hence sleepless, nights is their 
lot—a great detriment to the health of 
invalids—as happens to be the case with 
those in Mrs. White's dwelling. This 
trough and wall have become a ptiblic 
nuisance and if for no other reason, 
the trough should be removed and the 
wall taken down. 


Upon this representation of facts the 


undersigned respectfully requests tne 
selectmen as a board of public officers 
W take action and cause this tron^'i 
Lo be removed to some more suitable 
and les annoying site and this wa'.l to 
be taken down. 


If this reasonaolo request be not com- 


plied ^th, the only alternative left, is, 
that Mrs. White will be compelled lo 
commence a legal action to compri the 
removal.
